Objection to Its War Mak
ing Power Groundless.

Declares Texan.
Washington, D. C. June 20. Sup-

porting the league of nations, senator
Sheppard. Democrat, of Texas, told
the senate today that objection to any
war making power of the league was
entirely groundless. The covenant
only pledges the member nations to
cooperate In repelling invasion, he
said, "but confers no powers on the
league In that regard.

Slakes War Improbable
VIewinr the covenant as a whole,

said the Texas senator, "it may well
be characterized as the most effective
instrument for the nreventlon of war
the heart and brain of man have yet
proaucea. it is oasea on a Clear recog-
nition of the fact that we have not
yet reached that state where war
may be entirely supressed. It makes
war remote and Improbable, however,
by organizing the public opinion and
the moral force of civilization in one
great international unit, pledged to
tne peacerui. sememem ox interna
tional controversies.

WILSON FACES A PROBLEM;
WILL HE DROP BURLESON?

William Jennings Bryan, secretary
of state, left the cabinet because of a
mrrerence ol opinion between thepresident and himself on a funda-
mental administration policy with re
spect to Germany, while Llndley M.
Garrison resigned as secretary of war
because of a. disagreement on mil-
iary policy. The resignations of
Messrs ucReynolds, Gregory and Slc- -
aqoo were ior personal reasons.

There was a time. too. when secre
tary Baker offered to resign If he
were embarrassing the president inany wajr but Mr. Wilson steadfastly
reiusea to accept his resignation. On
the contrary he wrote Mr. Baker a
letter pralslnsr him highly and de
ploring- tne criticism ol mm.

If the president were to take cog-
nizance of the Atlantic City resolu-
tions and ask for Mr. Burleson's
resignation it would be the first case
of its kind in the cabinet, though thepresident has removed several offi
cials below cabinet rank--

Tans far the president has
stood firmly by member, of

his administration against 'all at-
tack on the irronnd that ft vras a
personal assault upon him and an
effort to discredit his administra-
tion. He has refused to permit
nnybody to be the- goat."
The demand for the removal of

postmaster general Burleson, how
ever. Is different from any other case
ever presented to the president. For
Mr. Wilson's own political family
the conspicuous members of the Dem-
ocratic national committee have
made It plain to him by letter and
otherwise that the postmaster general
is an insurperable obstacle to the po-
litical success of the Democratic
party, on the ground (that he has
alienated Hundreds ot tnousands or
voters.

Causes Of Complaint.
Criticism of the administration of

the postofflce and the
telephone and telegraph lines has
been at the bottom of the movement
against the postmaster general.
tnou;n ne nimseii nas attributed itto the alleged prejudice of newspa-
pers and periodicals In connection
with his attitude on second class mall
rates.

In administration quarters nothing
is said nowadays about the Burleson
situation, but there is an air of ex-
pectancy notlcable which Is con
strued as meaning that on the return
of president Wilson serious consider
ation will be given to the entire ques-
tion ot personnel in the cabinet

Some members of the cabinet
nre said to be anxious to retire
to private life. They feel that .they
have served Mr. Wilson through-
out six years and were In duty
bound to continue during the war.
some felt that It would seem likedeserting the president If they re-
signed Just when the armistice
came and Mr. Wilson set sail forKurope.
On his return, however, with the at

tention of the executive himself
turned once more to domestic poli-
ces, there would be less , hesitation
about leaving the cabinet.

So changes may be expected, and
that which would occasion least sur-
prise would be the voluntary resijrna-tio- n
